First Lady announces Thanksgiving themed reading list 


In an effort to increase youth 
readership, first lady Jane Beshear 
today announced her Top 10 Fall 
Reading as a part of the first lady’s 
reading recommendations initia¬ 
tive. The theme of the 2012 
autumnal list is Thanksgiving. 

“The Thanksgiving holiday is 
a time for reflection, celebration 
and gratitude,” said Mrs. Beshear. 
“It is an excellent opportunity to 
teach students lessons of coopera¬ 
tion and how to respect the envi¬ 
ronment. Many of my selections 
on this list highlight Native 
American culture and emphasize 
the art of storytelling and the 
importance of nature in our 
lives.” 

Mrs. Beshear introduced the 
Reading Recommendations pro¬ 
gram in the summer of 2009 and 
issues reading lists four times per 
year. 

2012 Fall Reading List 

1. “Brother Eagle, Sister Sky” 
by Susan Jeffers (Ages 4 — 8) — 
“The story is an adaptation of a 
speech delivered by Chief Seattle 
at treaty negotiations in the 
1850s. The chief’s message of 
embracing nature and respecting 
the land are especially relevant in 
today’s culture. This story’s elo¬ 
quent and imaginative words are 
paired with emotive color draw¬ 
ings that will help instill the 
importance of environmental 
consciousness in young readers.” 

2. “The Last of the Mohicans” 
by James Fenimore Cooper (Ages 
12 & up) - “First published in 
1826, this classic novel is an out¬ 
standing fictional depiction of 
the early American frontier. Set 
during the French and Indian 
War, the story follows a white 
woodsman named Hawk-eye and 
his Mohican Indian comrade 
Chingachgook, as they join forces 
to help the daughters of a white 
military officer travel through 
hostile territory in upstate New 


York.” 

3. “Corn is Maize” by Aliki 
(Ages 4 - 8) - “In this story, the 
author gives a simple description 
of how corn was discovered and 
used by the Indians, and how it 
came to be an important food 
throughout the world. This book 
combines science and history 
through words and colorful illus¬ 
trations that will not only enter¬ 
tain young readers, but also help 
them learn.” 

4. “Ten Little Rabbits” by 
Virginia Grossman (Ages 1 & up) 
— “This spirited book celebrates 
Native American traditions of 
weaving, dancing and storytelling 
as it teaches very young readers 
how to count from one to ten. 
The detailed, vivid illustrations of 
the rabbits and their blankets are 
truly eye-catching and the simple, 
rhyming text helps expound the 
numerical lesson.” 

5. “If You Were At The First 
Thanksgiving” by Anne Kamma 
(Ages 6 - 10) - “Told from a 
child’s viewpoint, this book por¬ 
trays what it was like to be a part 
of the first Thanksgiving day. It 
tells how the Native Americans 
and Pilgrims came together for 
the historic harvest celebration 
and offers an account of what it 
was like to live in America in the 
1620’s.” 

6. “The Journal of Jasper Jon¬ 
athan Pierce: A Pilgrim Boy, 
Plymouth, 1620” by Ann Rinaldi 
(Ages 9 - 12) - “Jasper Pierce is a 
young Puritan boy who travels on 
from England to America on the 
Mayflower. This story is an 
account of Jasper’s distinctive 
experiences on the boat and his 
first year in the ‘New World.’ 
This book puts an inventive, his¬ 
torical twist on a classic coming 
of age story.” 

7. “Arrow to the Sun” by Ger¬ 
ald Dermott (Ages 3 — 6) — “This 
Caldecott Medal book is filled 


with bold and stunning pictures 
that capture the spirit of Pueblo 
Art. The story expresses the clas¬ 
sic tale of hero’s quest and depicts 
Native Americans’ respect for the 
sun and life.” 

8. “Arilla Sun Down” by Vir- 
gina Hamilton (Grades 9 - 12) — 
“This young adult novel follows 
12-year-old Arilla Adams on her 
journey to discover and under¬ 
stand who she is. Arilla is used to 
standing in her older, successful 
and talented brother’s shadow. 
Like her brother, Arilla is part 
Native American and part Afri¬ 
can American, but unlike her 
brother, she struggles to find her 
place in the world. I know many 
adolescent readers will identify 
with Arilla and her path to self- 
discovery.” 

9. “One Little, Two Little, 
Three Little Pilgrims” by B.G. 
Hennessey (Ages 2 — 5) — “This 
story follows 10 young pilgrims 
and 10 young Wampanoag chil¬ 
dren as they hunt and gather food 
for Thanksgiving dinner. When 
they all come together for dinner, 
everyone gives thanks, eats and 
celebrates. The rhythmic text 
paired with vibrant autumn col¬ 
ors will keep very young readers 
engaged with this Thanksgiving 
tale.” 

10. “The Legend of the Indi¬ 
an Paintbrush” by Tomie dePaola 
(Ages 4 - 8) - “Filled with beauti¬ 
ful and vivid illustrations, this 
book describes the spirited legend 
of a young artist and how the 
sunset came to be colorful. The 
story’s protagonist is a young boy 
named Gopher who is not skilled 
enough to be a warrior in his 
tribe, but becomes a talented art¬ 
ist. He learns to use the resources 
and environment around him to 
recreate the magnificent colors of 
the sunset in his work.”

Advice on how to avoid scammers around the holiday 


Scammers are busy this time 
of the year! Whether it’s on the 
internet, at the stores, or even at 
your front door...they are ready 
to take your hard-earned cash! 
Here are some tips from the BBB 
on scams to look out for. 

Internet Scams: Be on the 
lookout for fake websites offering 
bargain prices, especially on those 
hard to find gifts, or the hot gifts 
for 2012. These sites tout “too- 
good-to-be-true” prices on these 
items, with a professional looking 
website and testimonials from 
“happy customers.” The scam art¬ 
ists will take your money, won’t 
send you the merchandise! Don’t 
just trust a site - check it out at 
www.bbb.org. Also, when shop¬ 
ping online, use a credit card, not 
your debit card. Debit cards are 
directly linked to your bank 
account, and if you never get 
your merchandise or it isn’t what 
was promised, you can dispute 
the charges with your credit card 
company. 

Phishing Scams: You are con¬ 
tacted by email with a very tempt¬ 
ing offer or a warning that your 
account has been compromised, 
and then you are directed to click 
on a link, which takes you to a 
fake website. Once there, you're 
told to enter personal and finan¬ 
cial information wanted by the 
thieves. Don’t click on links in 
unsolicited emails! 

Gift Card Scams. Many gift 
cards hang on racks in stores or at 
checkout counters. Today, most 
cards are protected by scratch-off 


security codes and protective 
packaging to prevent information 
theft. However, if cards aren’t 
protected, scam artists can write 
down the numbers while the 
cards are on display, and then call 
an 800 number to learn when the 
cards have been activated. 

Holiday E-card Scams: You 
receive an eGreeting from an 
unnamed “relative,” or “friend.” 
You have to click on the link to 
view it. However, clicking on the 
link may unleash spyware, pop¬ 
up ads, viruses, or Trojans. In 
some cases, nothing bad happens 
until you download software 
from the e-card website so you 
can “run your e-card.” If there is 
any question of who the card 
came from, don’t open it! Also, be 
sure you have the latest anti-virus 
and anti-spyware software 
installed on your computer. 

Charity-Related Scams: Scam¬ 
mers will call you on the phone 
or knock on your front door. 
They’ll wear seasonal outfits, 
dress in familiar looking uni¬ 
forms, and carry forms of identi¬ 
fication that look real. They’ll 
convince you to give with stories 
that tug at your heart. Before you 
give, do your homework. Check 
out the charity at www.give.org. 
Don’t fall for high-pressure tac¬ 
tics. Avoid "charities" whose rep¬ 
resentatives won't answer reason¬ 
able questions, such as how the 
money will be spent. Never sup¬ 
ply credit card information over 
the phone, and never give cash or 
write checks payable to an indi¬ 


vidual solicitor. 

Delivery Scams: It’s reason¬ 
able to expect deliveries at this 
time of the year. In this case, you 
receive a card saying an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt was made to 
deliver a package to your home 
and that you should call a partic¬ 
ular number for more details. You 
call the number and get a record¬ 
ed message or music that keeps 
you on the line for a while. 
Unfortunately, you are connected 
to an overseas number, (known as 
the 809 scam), and you will be 
charged high rates on your next 
phone bill. If the number is not a 
1-800 or local call, it could be a 
scam. This scam also comes in the 
form of emails. You receive an 
email from what appears to be 
UPS or FEDEX, saying you have 
a package that needs to be picked 
up. The email asks you to click on 
a link to download a form. If you 
download the form, your com¬ 
puter becomes infected. 

Job scams: Many retailers and 
manufacturers need to take on 
extra staff to handle the holiday 
rush. Knowing this, scam artists 
send out emails promising non¬ 
existent jobs for which, you'll 
eventually be asked to pay a fee 
for the job. You may see similar 
ads in newspaper classifieds and 
even flyers or signs posted around 
town. Never pay for a job!

Wildcats ready for upcoming basketball season

The Pendleton County High 
School Wildcats are ready for the 
upcoming basketball season. 
Under first year head coach Ed 
Cravens, the Wildcats hope to 
have another exciting season. 

“We want to continue the 
district tournament run. We 
expect to continue that trend,” 
coach Cravens said. “We’ve won 
the district three years in a row.” 

The Wildcats will be relying 
on their seniors heavily this sea¬ 
son. Guards Mason Monroe and 
Garrett Appleman and center 
Ethan Moore will be key players 
this year. 

Also, Pendleton County will 
need plenty of production from 
center Andrew Antrobus and 
guards Aaron Gibson and MacK- 
enzie Colvin. 

“We want to run an up-tem¬ 
po style of ball,” Cravens 
explained. “We want to use as 
many players as we can. We want 
to press, trap, and rotate. We 
want to push the ball up and play 
pressure defense.” 

He continued, “We want to 


wear teams down. We want to 
take the best good shot we can. 
We want to control the tempo of 
the game.” 

The Wildcats will have to 
make up for some of their key 
players last season who have grad¬ 
uated. Gabe Antrobus was one of 
the leading scorers last year, and 
Jared Rering was a big asset to the 
team. 

“When you lose players of 
that caliber, other players have to 
step up,” Cravens said. “They are 
working harder and pushing 
themselves.” 

Pendleton County has to 
prove they are a team to reckon 
with in the region. According to 
Cats Pause, the Wildcats are not 
one of the top ten teams in the 
region. Even Nicholas County is 
ahead of PC in the region. 

“We need to regain some 
pride in that aspect,” Cravens 
explained. “The kids took that to 
heart. They need to light a fire 
underneath them. They need to 
have a sense of complacency.” 

The Wildcats have a tough 
schedule ahead of them. Harrison 
County is their number one dis¬ 


trict foe, and they have everyone 
coming back for them. Pendleton 
plays the Thoroughbreds at home 
on January 25. 

PC will begin the season at 
Scott High School on November 
30. Scott is ranked in the top 
three in the region. The Wildcats 
will also play Covington Catho¬ 
lic, Bishop Brossart, Mason 
County, and George Rogers 
Clark this year. 

“We have a lot of tough oppo¬ 
nents. We have a lot of battle¬ 
ships to start off with,” Cravens 
said. “Our biggest player is 6’5”.” 
The Wildcats played in a Pan¬ 
orama scrimmage against Silver 
Grove on Saturday, November 
17. Pendleton County put up 
112 points in the victory. 

“We played pretty well. We 
executed fairly well. We had a few 
turnovers,” Cravens said about 
his team. “We have another 
scrimmage against Gallatin 
County.” 

Coach Cravens hopes people 
come out and support his basket¬ 
ball team this season. He wants 
everyone to stay positive and sup¬ 
port them.

"We 
want to get into the region and see 
how far of a run we can make." 

The Ladycat Class of 2013 has 
had much success through their 
progression from 6th grade to var¬ 
sity and in their senior year, they 
are looking to make a run to the 
10th Region Championship game 
that no Ladycat team has ever 
made. 

Making up the Senior class of 
Ladycats are: Point Guard Asthen 
Wolfe, Shooting Guard Bradi 
Boden, Center Heather Jolley, For¬ 
ward Tori Fitzpatrick and Guard 
Jennifer Dixon. 

They have had a test of post- 
seasson success. 

As freshmen, they were a part 
of the Ladycats' 38th District 
Championship team. It was only 
the 4th time in school history that 
a Ladycat team could claim the 
38th District Title and the first in 
14 years. 

As sophomores, they were a 
part of the Ladycats team that 
made the 10th Region Semifinals 
game. It too was only the 4th time 
in school history that a Ladycat 
team won their first round game in 
the regional tournament. 

This a talented and deep team 
that only lost one senior from last 
year's team, Coach Collins' Lady¬ 
cats have all the building blocks to 
accomplish a deep run in the post 
season play. 

And it will be keyed by the 
Senior class. 

"Our seniors bring loads of tal¬ 
ent to meet our expectations this 
season." Coach Collins comment¬ 
ed on his seniors. 

The lead trio of Ashten Wolfe, 
Heather Jolley and Bradi Boden 
have over 200 varsity games of 
experience and loads of talent. 

Wolfe is a cerebral player that is 
a coach's daughter and knows the 
ins and outs of a basketball game. 
She can drain the 3 or head fake 
and drive to the hole. 

Boden is a deadly 3-point 
shooter who can fill it up from 
behind the arc. But she contrib¬ 
utes as much on the defensive end 
with her pressure and has devel¬ 
oped into arguably the 2nd best 
rebounder on the Ladycat team. 


Jolley is a force inside. A force 
offensively that is unstoppable 
when she decides to dominate. A 
force defensively that intimidates 
the opposing team causing them to 
not want to venture inside. 

Complementing the trio is Tori 
Fitzpatrick who Coach Collins 
calls "one of the smartest players I 
have ever coached who sees things 
on the floor that other players 
won't." 

Jennifer Dixon adds depth at 
guard who plays with a passion, 
hard defense and can knock down 
the open outside jumper. 

Last season, the Ladycats had a 
very young bench. Kristen Smith 
was the only senior and Fitzpatrick 
was out for injury. While they 
were young last year, the benefit 
comes this year. 

Junior Taylor McClanahan 
started for most of the season and 
the post player can score and 
rebound. She will be able to pro¬ 
vide depth at a thin inside game. 
Taylor can easily be a double figure 
scorer and grab 6-7 rebounds a 
game. She does that while provid¬ 
ing good defense and it will be a 
big boon to Coach Collins' team. 

The sophomore class is a class 
loaded with talent like the senior 
class. 

Isabella Hall has been playing 
varsity point guard since the 8th 
grade and McKayla Manor was a 
key 3-point shooter and strong 
defender last season. Hall will be 
in the starting lineup and will give 
another coach's daughter on the 
floor who is a smart player. 

Manor might be the surprise of 
the season. A very good 3-point 
shooter who brings a physical, 
defensive game from the soccer 
field to the basketball court. Some¬ 
thing that the Ladycats will need 
based on preseason scrimmages. 

"We are still playing too much 
defense with our hands and pick¬ 
ing up cheap fouls instead of mov¬ 
ing our feet." Coach Collins com¬ 
mented on preseason play. 

Bailey Wanstrath, Catlyne 
Nuckels and Amber Blackaby all 
showed flashes of strong play last 
year as a freshmen during their 
freshmen and JV seasons last year. 
Wanstrath is lightning quick who 
is still learning how to use her 
quickness to put herself in position 
to help her team. Nuckels is a 
good 3-point shooter and Blackaby 


will provide some post depth. 
Newcomer Raven Bruin finishes 
out the varsity roster. 

The Ladycats kick off their sea¬ 
son Thursday night at the Bracken 
County tip off v host Bracken 
County at 8:00. They travel back 
to Brooksville on Friday night to 
play Covington Latin at 6:30. 
Their first home game is Friday, 
December 7th vs Villa Madonna at 
7:30. 

The JV/Freshmen squads actu¬ 
ally will play first as they host 
Bracken County on Wednesday 
night in a doubleheader with first 
game schedule to tip off at 5:30 at 
PCHS. 

The defensive end will be where 
the Ladycats will need to show 
whether they are true 10th Region 
contenders or pretenders. 

Offensively, they are 10th 
Region contenders. They set many 
school records for 3-pointers last 
season and return a deadly list of 
shooters. Boden may be the best 
3-point shooter in the region while 
Wolfe constantly hit big 3's last 
year. Hall and Manor are very 
good shooters and TMac can step 
out of the post and knock down a 
3-pointer. 

With all of the shooters on the 
floor, it opens up the inside play for 
Jolley, TMac and Fitzpatrick. 

Adding to the offensive fire¬ 
power that the Ladycats have, 
Coach Collins has been preaching 
a tempo that has the Cats out and 
running. 

I think our ball movement has 
been great as far as penetrating and 
kicking out to our shooters in both 
scrimmages." He pointed out. 

He continued, "In both scrim¬ 
mages, they are becoming comfort¬ 
able with moving the ball up the 
floor at a crisp tempo." 

While PC is arguably the favor¬ 
ite to win the 38th District Title, 
Coach Collins' is not buying it. 

"Maybe on paper but the true 
favorite is the team who has the 
hungriest players the ones that 
want to work that extra hour in 
practice, not slack off when run¬ 
ning the last seven of the day or 
take the lead when the team really 
needs them during the game. Class 
means nothing it all comes down 
to heart." 

So, the question as the season is 
ready to kickoff is how hungry are 
these Ladycats?

Preparing for Winter Weather 

With old man winter just 
around the corner, it’s important 
to closely follow local weather 
forecasts and warnings and be 
familiar with seasonal weather 
terminology. This knowledge 
could save lives. 

Listening to a Specific Area 
Message Encoding (SAME) 
Weather Radio is one of the best 
ways to monitor severe winter 
weather notices. These radios 
only receive weather alerts for 
your specific county or the sur¬ 
rounding area. SAME Weather 
Radios provide an alerting tone 
when the weather-watching tone 
occurs for your particular county 
or designated area. 

You also can keep up with 
severe weather reports by listen¬ 
ing to a National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA) Weather Radio. Part of 
a nationwide network of radio 
stations, this radio broadcasts 
National Weather Service warn¬ 
ings, watches, forecasts and other 
hazard information 24 hours a 
day. 

Severe winter weather can 
completely immobilize an area. 
Heavy snow, blizzards or ice 
storms are a potential killer of 
people, pets and livestock. So 
when weather forecasts predict 
extremely harsh weather, make 
advance safety plans in case the 
conditions develop. 

Explanations about some win¬ 
ter weather terms you might learn 
about on radio or television 
broadcasts are listed below. 

A winter storm warning is 
issued in anticipation of a combi¬ 
nation of heavy snow, freezing 
rain or sleet. This warning usually 
is issued six to 24 hours before 
the weather is expected to begin. 

A winter storm watch alerts 


you to the possibility of a bliz¬ 
zard, heavy snow, freezing rain or 
sleet. It usually is given 12 to 36 
hours before the beginning of the 
storm. 

A winter storm outlook is 
issued prior to a winter storm 
watch, usually 48 to 60 hours in 
advance of a winter storm. The 
outlook is issued when forecasters 
believe winter weather conditions 
are possible. 

A blizzard warning is given for 
sustained or gusty winds of 33 
miles per hour or more, and fall¬ 
ing or blowing snow that limits 
visibility to one-fourth mile or 
less. These conditions should 
persist for at least three hours. 

The wind chill is based on the 
rate of heat loss from exposed 
skin caused by the combined 
effects of wind and cold. An 
advisory is issued when wind chill 
temperatures are expected to be 
between 20 degrees below 0 or 
colder. If temperatures are pre¬ 
dicted to be 33 degrees below or 
colder, a wind chill warning is 
given. 

When accumulations of snow, 
freezing rain, freezing drizzle and 
sleet cause significant inconve¬ 
nience and moderately dangerous 
conditions, a winter weather 
advisory is issued. 

Freezing rain falls on a surface 
with a temperature at or below 
freezing. Sleet is rain drops that 
freeze into ice pellets before 
reaching the ground. Both can 
cause damaging and dangerous 
ice accumulations.

Teaching the importance of 
compassion 

The holiday season is a time 
for giving thanks and giving back. 
Now is the perfect time of year to 
teach children the importance of 
community service and nurture 
the spirit of giving. 

Start by choosing a charity in 
your own community. Then talk 
to youth about the kinds of char¬ 
ities they would like to support. 

If an organization is looking for 
food donations, give your chil¬ 
dren the money you want to 
spend on donations and let them 
choose the food items at the gro¬ 
cery stores. Thoughtful selections 
give them a chance to think about 
what some who are less fortunate 
might need. 

For young children, it may 
mean more to donate time by 
helping out a community service 
organization like a soup kitchen, 
for example. They can help by 
doing small chores like decorat¬ 
ing the tables, making sure there 
are napkins laid out and handing 
out silverware. 

Tweens and teens, on the 
other hand, might find it more 
meaningful to raise money for a 
particular cause. They could do 
some chores around the house 
and neighborhood to raise money 
to donate. 

Another way to instill the 
importance of community service 


is through volunteering, which 
teaches valuable lessons. Taking 
part in projects like cleaning up 
school grounds, clothing drives 
and toy drives can help give chil¬ 
dren a sense of community and 
what it means to take action. 

While working at a toy drive, 
for instance, let the children sort 
the toys according to age group 
and gender. These and similar 
tasks teach organizational skills as 
well as the ability to care. 

If you decide to participate in 
buying Christmas presents for a 
child who is less fortunate, let 
your children make the decisions 
on what to buy. Usually there is 
a dollar limit, so it is a good chal¬ 
lenge for your children to use the 
money wisely. 

Whatever “giving-back” path 
you decide, adults should also be 
committed to serving others and 
willing to work alongside youth. 
This sends the message that adults 
are not only encouraging, but are 
proud to support the same chari¬ 
ties youth believe in. 

No matter the strategy, your 
focus on reinforcing a child’s 
compassion for others is a key to 
helping them become caring 
adults.

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet (KYTC) encourages 
motorists across the state to pre¬ 
pare their vehicles for holiday 
travel and winter weather. 

“Motorist safety is our fore¬ 
most concern,” said Transporta¬ 
tion Secretary Mike Hancock. 
“Taking a few precautions now 
will help make holiday trips safer, 
and drivers will be better pre¬ 
pared should a cold weather 
emergency occur.” 

According to the National 


Highway Traffic Safety Adminis¬ 
tration (NHTSA), vehicle owners 
should check the condition of the 
vehicle’s battery, tires and wind¬ 
shield wipers — and replace them 
if necessary. 

NHTSA also suggests adding 
no-freeze fluid in the washer res¬ 
ervoir and checking the vehicle’s 
antifreeze. 

“Basic vehicle maintenance is 
the first step in making holiday 
travel safer,” Hancock said. “It’s a 
relatively quick process that may 


help prevent an unfortunate situ¬ 
ation later.” 

In addition, the American 
Automobile Association (AAA) 
recommends carrying the follow¬ 
ing items during colder weather: 

• Ice scraper and brush 

• Jumper cables 

• Flashlight 

• Small shovel 

• Sand or cat litter — for added 
traction 

For longer winter road trips, 
AAA suggests packing some addi¬ 


tional items: 

• Extra winter clothing 

• Blanket or sleeping bag 

• First aid kit 

• Food and water

Cut your own Christmas tree this year 


Cutting your own Christmas 
tree brings to mind a Currier & 
Ives image of a 19th century fam¬ 
ily in a one-horse open sleigh 
towing a large pine through a 
snow-covered field. Kentuckians 
can experience the modern-day 
equivalent on farms throughout 
the Commonwealth. 

“Christmas tree farms enable 
families to make holiday memo¬ 
ries,” Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer said. “They also 
help Kentucky farmers make a 
living. I encourage all Kentucky 
families to buy a fresh Kentucky 
Proud tree this holiday season.” 

At Barker’s Christmas Tree 
Farm near Lexington, owner Dale 
Barker will let customers borrow 
a small sled or wagon to tow the 
tree back to your car, as well as a 
bow saw for cutting. 

“The majority of the industry 
in Kentucky is choose and cut,”’ 
said Barker, president of the Ken¬ 
tucky Christmas Tree Association 
(KCTA). “It’s an agritourism 
thing. The kids enjoy going out 
in the field.” 

To encourage their parents to 
return the next year, Barker’s 
takes photos of each family and 
posts them the following year for 
pick-up. 

“They have to come back the 
next year to get their picture,” 
said Barker, who has about 600 
photos from last year displayed in 
a small barn. “We’ve had people 
collect pictures for 10 years. You 
watch their kids grow up.”The 
KCTA website lists 18 member 
farms across the state. 

“We have people from Owens¬ 
boro to northern Kentucky that 
raise trees,” Barker said. “Most 
people make wreaths and sell tree 
stands. A few do garland. Some 

F 


people even get further into agri¬ 
tourism with hayrides.” 

Barker said no figures are 
available on how many Christmas 
trees Kentucky produces. He sells 
500-600 per year, priced from 
$32 to $100, but 100 of those are 
Fraser firs he imports annually 
from North Carolina. “Our gen¬ 
eral trees, scotch or white pines, 
are $32 any size,” Barker said. 

Barker is concerned about the 
future of Kentucky’s Christmas 
tree farms due to the advancing 
age of KCTA members. “I’m 53 
and may be the youngest one in 
our association,” Barker said. 

“There’s room for others. The 
market is out there. 

“But it’s not something people 
jump into very often. It’s a long¬ 
term proposition because it takes 
seven years before your first trees 
are ready for harvest.” 

Barker said last summer’s 
drought was “rough” on KCTA 
members. 

“If you didn’t water small trees 
last summer, you lost them,” he 
said. “Normally, you lose 10 to 
15 percent of your trees, not 80 
to 90 percent. Established trees in 
good health made it.”
